There was never much doubt 
about the outcome. As the pleb- 
iscite returns showed 70 percent of 
the voters in favor of his return, 
he immediately completed plans 
to travel in a warship back to the 
Greek capital which he left in 1941 
as the German armies swept over 
the nation, 

But as he supervised his staff 
preparations for his return to his 
people Sept. 14, the three-times king 
of the Greeks was beset by scores 
of worries. For the $200,000 a year 
job which is his as monarch of one 
of the hardest-to-govern of 
Balkan nations is now beset with 
new dangers, 

The country, which is the only 
one of the Balkan group not under 
Soviet suzerainty, has become the 
frontier post of the clashing contin- 


ental interests of Russia and the 
western European community of 
nations, 


Since early in the year when Rus- 
sia attacked the presence of British 
troops in Greece before the first 
meeting of the United Nations 
security council in London, the 
Soviet and her Balkan allies have 
kept up a steady attack upon the 
country, its elected royalist govern- 
ment and the person of the king. 
The Soviet bloc accused Greece of 
designs against her Russophile 
neighbors. Yugoslavia, Albania 
and Bulgaria,

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Facts About “Polio” 

. With nearly 959 active cases in Canada 
and nearly 10,700 active cases in United 
States, there can be no doubt tnat infantile 
paralysis has approached perilously close to 
the epidemic stage in North America, Ed- 
monton, at present, has eight active cases, 
Alberta has about 35, This province and 
this city are getting off comparatively lightly 
and, since the potency of the disease usually 
wanes in mid-September, it is unlikely that 
Edmonton and Alberta will experience the 
virulent force of the disorder as it is striking 
eastern points. 

It is generally believed that polio is 
caused by a virus and that it is transmitted 
by human contact. It is not yet known, 
however, whether contact must be direct or 
may be indirect. Flies and other insects are 
thought by some to carry the virus about, 
but no insect has been isolated for specific 
study. The virus is too small to be studied 
under even the newest microscopes and no 
one has yet succeeded in growing it in a 
test tube. 

The National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, founded by the late President 
Roosevelt, has issued the following set of 
precautionary rules to evade infection: 

1. Avoid over-tiring and extreme fatigue 
from strenuous exercise or other activities. 

2. Avoid sudden chilling of the body, 


such as would result from a plunge into ex- 
tremely cold water when overheated. 

3. Keep everything clean — hands, food 
and utensils, rooms and community. Expos- 
ed garbage may be a source of infection. 
Unclean hands and flies may carry the virus. 

4. Avoid tonsil and adenoid operations 
during the polio period. : 

5. Avoid swimming in polluted waters. 
Sewage may contain the infection. 

6. Call in a physician at the first signs of 
polio symptoms. 

During the epidemic period, parents are 
warned to be alert for signs of sickness 
among young children, A sore throat, un- 
explained fever, upset stomach, vomiting, 
diarrhoea or constipation should be regarded 
with suspicion. Nor should it be treated | 
lightly when a child becomes irritable and 
complains of soreness in arms or legs or stiff- 
ness in the back and neck, Prompt medical 
attention should be called to determine the 
significance of any of these symptoms. 

There is no occasion for panic in any 
case, particularly in this part of the country 
where the disease is striking lightly. Dr. 
Howard A. Howe of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity has pointed out that a child under 10 
years of age faces just three chances in 1,000 
of suffering a severe attack even during an 
epidemic and only one chance in 1,000 of 
being crippled. The risk lessens after the 
age of 10. Beyond 20 years of age there is 
only about one case in 100,000 of the 
population. : 

All these averages may be lengthened in 
Edmonton which is not a natural polio centre. 
Nevertheless, precautions should be taken. 
For precautions are the strongest weapon 
against the disease.

Punishing the Heirs 

Near Galt a bachelor farmer willed his 
farm to the county. He explained: ‘The 
average farm goes on until someone dies. 
Then the estate needs money and a con- 
tractor is allowed to come into the wood lot. 
He slashes his way through and leaves a 
barren area. With the timber gone the 
farm is ruined. I don’t want this to happen 
to my farm.” 

A similar situation arises when a non- 
farmer dies. Succession dues have to be 
paid, paid in cash, and paid within a limited 
time. To raise the money a home may have 
to be sold, stocks or bonds realized on, per- 
haps when prices are away below par. That 
is not fair. It is not strictly honest. It does 
not even make sense when the estate is small 
and the widow needs all she can salvage 
after meeting medical and funeral expenses. 

This is the way succession tax laws 
have operated generally in Canada. They 
should be amended in some way to avoid im- 
posing needless sacrifice on those who inherit 
what the law sees fit to allow them, A man’s 
heirs should not be treated as though they 
were criminals. 

Divorce Reform 

The Canadian Bar Association, at its 
annual meeting in Winnipeg, has again at- 
tacked the hardy perennial of Canadian di- 
vorce laws, With regard to this matter the 
Canadian parliament has proved a hard nut 
to crack for, as one eminent member of the 
bar reminded the meeting, the house of com- 
mons has twice thrown out a reform bill 
modelled on the bar's recommendation 
once without even a first reading. 

A Saskatchewan lawyer at the confer- 
ence raised the objection to over-all Domin- 
ion legislation on the ground, he Said, that 
it would accentuate already existing differ- 
ences in provincial laws. The argument 
does not seem without foundation, but its 
coming from Saskatchewan is interesting, 
since, if memory serves well, it was a Regina 
lawyer, Mr, Bram Thompson, who brought 
the first test case, a quarter-century ago, 


to try the validity of any provincial court's 
jurisdiction over divorce. 

What the association now suggests, ap- 
parently, is thy bringing of the Canadian law 


on divorce into line with the British — 
which was recently extended by prescribing 
“grounds” beyond the limited range laid 


down in The Matrimonial Causes Act of 1857. | 
Since provincial courts do,have some | 


sort of jurisdiction in divorce matters and 
since the confusion caused in the United 
States by the invalidity in one state of a 
divorce granted in another has, fortunately, 
no counterpart in Canada, and having regard 
to parliament's historic infirmity of purpose 
in this matter, parliament will probably be 
satisfied to leave well enough alone — in 
provincial jurisdiction. 

But if reform were being contemplated 
there may be some laymen, however remote 
divorce may be from their own lives, who, 
would think kindly of an act which would 


prescribe fewer arbitrary “grounds” and be- | 


stow more jurisdiction on courts or judges. 
Endless grief can be caused by iron clad law; 
but also ill-mated couples must stay ill-mated | 
for life simply because their case is not 
listed in the catalogue of “grounds.” 


Scarce in Edmonton 


Sweet-toothed citizens of Edmonton have 
been enquiring with some asperity why bulk 
and boxed chocolates and chocolate bars} 
are so extremely scarce here and yet appear) 
to be plentiful in some other Canadian cities. 

Edmonton folk who have been in other 
Canadian centres this year say that choco- 
lates are just about as easy to obtain as they | 
were before the war. This is said to be 
true in Montreai, Toronto and Winnipeg. 
All through the United States, the candy 
situation is back on a pre-war basis. 

Edmonton merchants cannot account 
for the scarcity here. They say all Canadian 
cities are operating on the same basis which 
is 70 percent of the 1941 quota. | 

This is doubtless correct, but it does not 
alter the fact that chocolates and chocolate 
products cannot be obtained in this city. 
One explanation is that an extra quantity is 
going to the fashionable summer resorts.

Motorcycle 
Races Thrill 


Thousands 


Before the thrilled eyes of more 
than 6,000 persons gathered at the 
Edmonton Exhibition grounds race 
track Monday afternoon, swift- 
riding Trev Deely of Vancouver 
won the $300 championship prize 
offered in the principal event of 
the Canadian Athletic Association's 
western Canada championship 
motorcycle races. 

DEELEY, COVERING ten miles 
of loosely-packed track surface in 
less than 13 minutes nosed out 
Regina’s Jack Ripley by a narrow 
margin, Runner-up was N, Dawe 
of Vancouver, 

The races were marked by thrills 
and spills which had every spectat- 
or from time to time lifted onto 
his feet by excitement. Herb 
Cartwright of Calgary suffered a 
“KO” after his machine spilled 
and threw him several feet into 
the air. Another rider, Bud John- 
son, also of Calgary, suffered lac- 
erations about the face when his 
mo'bike skidded out of control in 
the first event. 

THE FIRST RACE of the after- 
noon was marked by a false start 
and was further marred when three 
riders piled up on their first turn, 
On the second try, Deeley of Van- 
couver carried off a silver cup, 
awarded -by the race committee, 
and first Prize money of $25. Sec- 
ond was Dawe of Vancouver while 
V. Smith, also of the coast city, 
finished third. 

Second race, paced by Tommy 
Watkinson, featured motorcycles 
equipped with sidecar units, and 
was won by Frank Armstrong of 
Edmonton, followed by Dennis 
Yates of Calgary and Don Chinn 
of Edmonton. 

REGINA’S RIPLEY took first 
place in the third event, covering 
a five-mile track in less than seven 
minutes. Second place was P. Pear- 
s -f Seattle, followed by D 
Yates of Winnipeg. 

In addition to the races, the pro« 
gram committee offered its audi- 
ence an outstanding variety of 
novelty events. 

Among these were a formation 
ride, with all cyclists participating 
in the races, making two laps 
around the track riding two abreast. 
Club crests and colors were pro- 
minently displayed. Cecil Boggis 
added to the thrills when he rode 
his machine over a ramp, flying 
more than nine feet over prone 
fellow-cyclisis. Humor was pepe 
pered on the program when mem- 
bers of the Edmonton Motorcycle 
club raced round the track dressed 
in women’s clothing.
